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Subject:  Management Direction regarding the November 6, 2006, Opinion in Klamath-Siskiyou
Wildlands Center et al. v. Boody et al. No. 06-35214 (CV 03-3124, District of Oregon)

On November 6, 2006, the Ninth Circuit Court of Appealsissued an opinion in Klamath-Siskiyou
Wildlands Center et al. v. Boody et al., No. 06-35214 (attached). The court held that the 2001 and 2003
Annual Species Reviews regarding the red tree vole are invalid under the Forest Land and Policy
Management Act and National Environmental Policy Act and concluded that the Bureau of Land
Management’s (BLM) Cow Catcher and Cottonsnake timber sales violate federal law.

While thisruling is directed to the Oregon/Washington BLM, the CaliforniaBLM and Forest Servicein
Regions 5 and 6 have both relied upon the 2001 and 2003 Annual Species Reviews. It is prudent that the
BLM and both Regions proceed in a similar manner on management of their timber sales.

1. Awarded Timber Saes

At this point in time, all awarded timber sales should proceed with one exception; if you have an awarded
salethat is under administrative review or in litigation with ared tree vole or Annual Species Review
issue, call the State Office or the Regiona Office immediately to consult on how to proceed.

2. Planned or Unawarded Timber Sales

a. If your planned or unawarded timber sale falls under an exemption issued in the October 11,
2006, modified injunction in Northwest Ecosystem Alliance et a. v. Rey et a., Civ. No. 04-
844 P (W.D. Wash) (attached) you may proceed with these projects since Survey and
Manage does not apply to these activities.

b. If your planned or unawarded timber sale falls outside of the exempted activitiesin the
modified injunction in Northwest Ecosystem Alliance et a. v. Rey et al. referenced above, do
not award but call the State Office or the Regional Office to consult on how to proceed.
